ADELAIDE, South Australia—Among 
the many advantages possessed by the 
agriculturists of South Australia is the 
large number of outports from which 
produce may be despatched to the mar- 
kets of the world. 

Port Pirie, the second port in import- 
ance jn the state, is also the fourth port 
of the Commonwealth, and in addition 
to serving a large area of wheat grow- 
ing country, is the shipping center for 
the output of the Broken Hill mines. 

During the last year Broken Hill sent 
away 327,431 tons of lead concentrates 
and 405,740 tons of zine concentrates, a 
total of 733,171 tons, of a value of £4,- 
259,746, and most of this was railed to 
Port Pirie. The Broken Hill Proprietary 
Company’s silver-lead smelting works, 
which are the largest in the world, are 
located at Port Pirie. 

This company is also interested in the 
immense deposits of iron ore at Iron 
Knob, near Port Augusta, which it is 


intended to utilize for the manufacture 
of steel and kindred products at the 
works now in course of erection by the 
company. 

Should this ore, as is probable, be 
brought to Port Pirie for shipment it 
will still further enhance the importance 
of the port, but in any case the opening 
up of the deposits must add greatly to 
the trade of the state.

Edward Filene, Vice-President 
of International Chamber of 
Commerce, Tells of Coming 
Changes in City Development

OPPORTUNITIES TOLD 


(Special correspondence of the Monitor) 

DUBLIN, Ireland—A series of lectures 
has been given in.connection with the 
civic exhibition which is being arranged 
to take place during the.summer at the 
Linen Hall buildings in Dublin. The sub- 
ject of the latest lecture was “Coming 
Changes in City and Business Develop- 
ment,” and it was given by Edward 
Filene, vice-president of the Interna- 
tional] Chamber of Commerce, who had 
been invited to Dublin by Her Excel- 
lency Lady Aberdeen, who is chairman 
of the committee in charge of the pro- 
posed exhibition. 

Mr. Filene began by speaking of the 
changes which were taking place in the 
manner of city development. Cities, he 
said, are becoming conscious of the fact 
that their first duty is to create con- 
ditions favorable to the development of 
good business and good citizenship, and 
in the United States they are making a 
business survey of ‘their cities, as a 
man would make a survey of the pros- 
pects of a new business which he 
wanted to establish. 


Business and City One 

The city, Mr. Filene cqntinyed, cannot 
be separated from business, and business 
cannot be divided from the city—they 
are really one. It is becoming recog- 
nized that the employees need as much 
care as any part of the business, and no 
business can properly thrive, although- 
by great determination and hard work 
it may seem to do so for a time, if the 
employees are not thriving, too. Good 
housing, schools, technical instruction, 
vocational training and recreation are 
necessities for the community. -Econ- 
omy consists in paying for the neces- 
sary things. 

If a willing workman cannot carn 
enough for himself and his family to 
live in a wholesome house in a whole- 
some locality, and lay by something, 
then all who do not earn enaugh di- 
rectly for these purposes must be paid 
for by the rates at three times the ex-

Change Sure to Follow 

There is not a business man in the 
United States or Dublin, he said, who

Following the 
provisions of the finance 1909-10 act, 
1910, any such increase or recovery was 
always eliminated from the scope of the 
charge. 

The increment value duty might be pay- 
able, however, not only where there had 
been an increase in the value of the site 
over the original site value, but also where 
the purchaser had: for some reason been 
willing to pay for the property a price 
in excess of what would be obtained in 
open market. 

In such cases the value attributable to 
buildings and sg forth was eliminated, 
but a charge for duty arose in respect of 
a fortuitous windfall accruing to the 
vender, namely, the excess of the price 
obtained over the value of the property 
as a whole, which did not fail to be 
eliminated in arriving at the site value 
on the occasion.

FRENCH AVIATOR 
REGAINS NON-STOP

PARIS, France—The French aviator 
Poulet recently recovered for France ‘the 
record for a non-stop flight. Flying at 
Etampes-Artenay he remained in the air 
for 16 hours 28 minutes, according to the 
official timekeepers, beating the prev- 
ious best flight of 16 hours 20 minutes 
by the Getman airman Ingold. The 
flight, however, lasted longer than the 
time mentioned.. 

After passing the timekeepers for the 
last time at 9:37 at night the airman 
disappeared in the dark and was found 
later asleep in a field by the side of his 
machine. He had taken 412 liters of 
spirit with him and had continued fly- 
ing until it was exhausted. After los- 
ing all the flying records, mostly to Ger- 
man aviators, Frenchmen appear to have 


recaptured them all again. 


JAPAN’S PANAMA FAIR EXHIBIT 
DELAYED BY BUDGET F AILURE

TOKIO, Japan—The foreign ministe, 
Baron Makino announces that’ the 
United States government has invited 
the powers to despatch warships to par- 
ticipate in the celebration of the opening 
of the Panama canal. This invitation 
has been extended to Japan. 

The government is of opinion that it 
is most appropriate for Japan to take 
part in the celebration of the opening of 
the canal whieh is to have tremendous 
bearing upon her trade.

CYPRUS’ FUTURE 
IS DISCUSSED AS 
BRITISH PROBLEM 


Alexandria Paper Declares That 
Vote of the Island Would 
Show Majority in Favor 
of a Union With Greece 


TURKEY HAS CLAIMS 


(Special to the Monitor) 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt — Considering | 


the position of Cyprus, which for so 
long has been admittedly unsatisfactory, | 
the Egyptian Mail insists that it is no 
use ignoring the fact that if a vote of | 
the island were taken, on the manhood | 
suffrage basis, as to union with Greece, 
there would be a majority in its favor. 
The Christian population, it declares, 
whieh is about 80 per cent of the whole, 
is Greek, and not less patriotic than the 
Greeks of other parts of Magna Graecia. 

Proceeding, the Egyptian Mail insists 
that the Qnited Kingdom has never been 
whole hearted in its administration of 
the island. Two years ago Lewis Har- 
court, the Colonial secretary, regretted 
that Great Britain had ever taken it 
over. It costs the British exchequer 
£50,000 a year. It was, however, the 
Alexandria Journal continues, easier to 
obtain possession of Cyprus than it 
wotild be to get rid of: it. 

Gfeat Britain has it from Turkey on 
a “perpetual” basis. If-she desired to 
divest herself of responsibility in re- 
gard to it she would be obliged.to hand 
it back to Turkey. Presumably this 
would be little pleasing to the “Union 
with Greece” party. Yet no one but a 
rash prophet would affirm that Great 
Britain will hold Cyprus in another gen- 
eration. For this reason, the Egyptian 
Mail declares the investor is chary of 
putting his money in Cyprus, where he 
cannot see far enough ahead. Cyprus 
during the past five years has developed 
very little. The revenue has risen from 
£311,810 in 1907 to only £319,572 in 
1912. 

In conclusion, the Egyptian Mail in- 
sists that the British government ought 
to lay down a policy in regard to Cy- 
prus which would be incapable of miscon- 
ception.

LONDON—Sir Géorge Reid, the high 
commissioner for Australia, was recently 
entertained at luncheon at De Keyser’s 
Hotel by the Royal Colonial Institute.

In replying to the principal toast, Sir 
George Reid said that being a Britisher 
meant belonging to the only race that 
was capable of managing the affairs of 
every race and creed in a wonderfully 
harmonious way. There were 430,000,000 
of the descendants of Shem, Ham and 
Japheth under the British flag, and look- 


ing round upon them he saw no signs of 
real unrest. 

Loca] patriotism was the surest foun- 
dation for, imperial patriotism. When a 
high commissioner came to London he 
was sure of a royal welcome because he 
represented a great nation, but to the 
ordinary Australian visitor London was 
the loneliest city on the face of the 
globe. One could not make 7,000,000 
people think over the arrival of one Aus- 
tralian. He made that allowance; but 
there was a film over the.English char- 
acter.. When it was scratched as fine a 
man was struck as could be found any- 
where, but it had to be scratched. 

When an Englishman visited Australia 
he found himself in the midst of friends 
anxious to take him by the hand. He 
wanted a little more of that, not only for 
high commissioners, but for the ordinary 
Australian who sometimes found his ad- 


miration for the motherland somewhat | 


chilled by his loneliness. 


BELGIUM GETS 
FAMOUS RUBENS 
FOR ART MUSEUM 


Canvas Acquired From Estate of 
King Leopold Is Entitled ““The 
Miracles of Saint Benoit” 


(Special to the Monitor) 
GHENT, Belgium—The Belgian gov- 
ernment recently acquired a valuable ad- 
dition to its already eminent collection 
of the works of the renaissance painters; 


this was a large and important canvas 
by Rubens, a religious subject entitled, 
“The Miracles of St. Benoit,” which be- 


longed to the estate of King Leopold II. 
This remarkable work of the great 
| Flemish genius was exhibited to the pub- 
lic in 1910 in an exhibition of the art 
of the seventeenth century in Brussels, 
“having been purchased by the King in 

1881 at the sale of the famous Tence 
| collection. The well-authenticated his- 
tory of this picture can be traced, since 
its different owners are well known. 
Among them figures the famous painter 
Craver, to whom the picture was given 
by the heirs of Rubens. 

This interesting canvas is considered 
by some of the leading critics as one of 
the most striking examples of Rubens’ 
vigorous genius, and although in an un- 
finished condition it is unmistakably 
the work of the master’s own hand, 
which cannot be affirmed of many of the 
existing works attributed to this painter. 
The picture has now been placed in the 
museum of fine arts on the Rue de la 
Regence. 


TASMANIA MINE 
OUTPUT IS LARGE

HOBART, Tasmania—The output of 
pyrites from the Mount Lyell mine con- 
tinues about 17,000 tons per month, of 
which 2400 tons is being won from the 
South Lyell mine.

WOULD GO TO COURTS! 


While state officials, lawyers, philan- 
thropists and business men vigorously 
opposed Mayor Curley’s’ plan to place 
the high pressure pumping station on 
Boston Common today, Myron E. Pierce, 
chairman of the executive committee of 


the Boston Common Society, declared 
that it cannot be legally carried out. 
He said that the society had a certain 
amount of money in its treasury and 
if necessary it will go to the courts and 
obtain an injunction against placing the 
station on the Common. 

The mayor has asked Louis K. Rourke, 
commissioner of public works, to submit 
details for the project which would have 
the station beneath the Common on the 
Charles street side.

Mr. Mellen then produced the can- 
celed check on which he got the cash to 
retire one due bill a year ago. It was 
drawn jo his order and ayre only his 
own indorsement. 

Mr. Mellen said that all s etsiinil divi- 
dends on the 8000 shares of New Haven 
stock were paid-by him to Inspector 
Byrnes until his passing, and later to Mr. 
Byrnes’ executors, Much of this stock 
remained in his name long after it had 
been turned over in exchange for West- 
chester stock. He drew the dividends 
and paid over the money on Mr, Byrnes’ 
demands, always made by messenger. 

Mr. Mellen was asked about a payment 
of $100,000 from the New Haven treas- 
ury. He said it was a personal trans- 
action, the details of which he could not 
recall, 

“But you will see that the money was 
paid back with interest when the note 
was due,” he added, 

Mr. Mellen said the 8000 shares of 
New Haven stock in question were as- 
signed to him by the finance committee, 
but he did pot know whether the com- 
mittee knew that he wae holding tie 
stock until the Westchester franchise 
was amended before exchanging it. 

At this point Mr. Mellen made a lengthy 
technical explanation of his financial 
methods, showing that all his stock deals 
were protected by the New Haven treas- 
ury. Regarding a note for $40,013, exe- 
cuted by Perey A. Rockefeller, son of 
William Rockefeller, and secured by 
stock of the Westchester company, he 
said this was a transaction where Mr. 
Rockefeller had secured the stock’ and 
wanted the cash. This was on Jan. 28, 
1909, and Mr. Mellen said that this was 
simply a minor transaction, renewing an 
old note which eventually totaled §$1,- 
524,072. 


Tells of Westchester Deal 


“T collected Westchester stock,” said 
Mr. Mellen, “exchanged it for New Haven, 
Then I would take this Westchester stock 
to New Haven, where I would get credit 
for its value on a note for $1,200,000, 
which I gave for the 8000 shares of New 
Haven stock assigned to me. The note 
was liquidated and the stock turned over 
to the New Iaven with the exception of 
$40,000, which I found I was short when 
the transaction was closed, The stock 
fluctuated and there was a series of note 
exchanges, so that the transaction finally 
touched $1,500,000, But it was all the 
same Westchester transaction,” 

Mr. Mellen said so far as his payments 
of dividends were concerned he was con- 


‘lvineed some one collected them in blocks 


and distributed them. 
“But you will have to search some one 
else to find out who this collector was,” 


said Mr. Mellen. 

He said there was othér Westchester 
stock beside the 24,000 bought from Mr. 
Byrnes acquired at that time. He thought 
the total would reach 35 000 shares. 

Asked whether he still held that the 
Westchester stock wa's worth 10 cents a 
pound, Mr. Mellen said: 

“Yes, in actual value, but it had a 
potential value. The company has fran- 
chises to tap a very rich territory. 
While the Westchester was worthless, its 
potential value depended upon the de- 
velopment between the Harlem river and 
Port Chester of the Bronx § section. 
Some day this territory will be very rich, 
but the road at present traversing it has 
not earned its operating expenses and 
taxes. My attention was first called tu 
the property by Mr. Hurd of the West- 
inghouse company in 1904. I told him 
I considered the road a ‘strike’ against 
the New Haven, and would have nothing 
to do with it. There were two companies, 
the Westchester and the Port Chester 
systems projected, and ,neither was 
worth anvthing.” 

Letters written by Mr. Mellen in 1904 
and 1905 recited his views that both 
systems were projected to hold up the 
New Haven and were never intended as 
bonafide propositions. For some time 
later attempts were made to_ interest 
Mr. Mellen in the two roads but he de- 
clined even to take them up with the 
New Haven directors. 


Spent $11,000,000 for Systems 


“In 1906 Cakleigh Thorne came to me 
and told me that he had acquired control 
of both and asked me to bring the 
proposition to the attention of the direct- 
ors,’ said Mr. Mellen. “I did so. although 
1 considered the property worthless. Mr. 
Morgan moved that a committee 
named to investigate and determine! 
whether we would buy Mr. Thorne’s: 
holdings. I appointed Mr. Morgan, Wil- 
liam Rockefeller and George M. Miller, 
as a committee.” | 

Mr. Mellen said this committee ex- 
pended more than $11,000,000 during the 
next two years in buying the two SVS- 
tems. He said the money was trans- 
ferred by him from the New Haven 
treasury to what was known by him as 
“Special account No, 2” with J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co,, and paid out by that com- 
pany. No complete record of the entire 
transa®tion was ever made by the com- 
mittee, he said,

detailed statement,” said Mr. Mellen, 
“showing how $11,155,000 had been spent. 
He was very much excited at the time 
and I had a humiliating experience, one 
which hurt me very much, but which

Warns Against Extortion 


Secretary Bryan exemplified his faith 
in the Constitutionalists Monday by com- 
municating with them with respect to 
the reported assessment on the British 
and Dutch oil properties at Tampico. The 
minister of the Netherlands called on 
the secretary of state and said that ex- 
cessive taxes had been levied on the 
Dutch owners of property in the Panuco 
oil district, up the river from Tampico. 
Secretary Bryan was not inclined to 
credit the report, since it was contrary 
to what he had heard. But he sent mes- 
sages direct to Carranza and also to Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales, the Constitutionalist 
commander at Tampico, through Consul 
Miller, 

Secretary Brydn asked the Constitu- 
tionaliats not to levy any “new and un- 
reasonable” taxes on the oil properties 
of aliens in the Tampico or Panuco 


fields. 
Coercion Is Objectionable 


Secretary Bryan said he had received 
no complaints that Gonzales was using 
his power to coerce the owners of oil 
property. He said the minister of the 
Netherlands had called to enlist his aid 
in order that the Dutch owners might 
not be subjected to an extortionate tax. 
He cautioned the Constitutionalists di- 
rectly, he said, because he wished to 
forestall any embarrassing or compli- 
cated international questions. 

Mr. Bryan said that all the informa- 
tion he had received of the attitude of 
the Constitutionalists at Tampico was 
the despatch from Rear-Admiral Mayo, 
stating that voluntary subscriptions had 
been solicited from the proprietors of 
oil wells within the district controlled 
' by Gonzales, The secretary saw no 
objection to such a course, as long as 
there was no obligation stated or im- 
plied to contribute.

Bryan said that was their privilege, but 
he had indicated the protest of the 
United States against any form of col- 
lection by coercion.

AS SUCCESSOR, SAYS VERACRUZ 


VERACRUZ—Mexican newspapers in 
Veracruz announce that Francisco De La 
Barra has been summoned by President 
Huerta from Franee to be his successor. 
They state that this announcement is 
based on “reliable advices from Mexico 
me. * : 

Sr. Aureliano Urrutia, former minister 
of interior in Huertay ‘cabinet, took 
refuge on the German ee Ypiranga to- 
day under guard of American soldiers. 


Dr. Aureliano Urrutia was arrested 
for the second time Monday afternoon 
since his arriva] here a few hours earlier 
among the refugees from the capital. 
Dr. Urrutia had fled from Mexico City. 
He was detained by the American officers 
and taken before Brigadier-General Funs- 
ton, who ordered him set at liberty. 

He was again taken into custody be- 
cause of the demonstration made against 
him, but was released for the second 
time and sent to his room. 


His Accuser Is Arrested 


Antonio Rivero de la Torre, editor of 
El Dictamen, was the leader of the 
demonstration against the former minis- 
ter. He appeared in the street beneath 
the windows of the room occupied by Dr. 
Urrutia at the Diligencias hotel and be-

He charged that Urrutia was respon- 
sible for the execution of his brother, one 
of the deputies of the congress which 
Huerta dissolved.

MECHANIC ARTS HIGH SCHOOL 
TO BE. CHANGED RADICALLY 


Institution to Be Conducted Hereafter to Fit Boys for 
World’s Industries Immediately Upon Graduation— 
Curriculum Awaits Recommendation of Union 


While determining finally to change 
the character of the Mechanic Arts high 
school from a preparatory institution to 
one which shall fit boys to go into the 
industries immediately upon graduation, 
the school cofmmittee decided last night 
to postpone consideration of the curricu- 
lum. This was done to give the Boston 
Central Labor Union an opportunity to 
express its ideas as to what the courses 
should be, and was in response to @ re- 
quest from that organization that action 
be postponed. 

As it was necessary to decide at once 
upon the character of the school, and as 
it was thought that it was only the 
makeup of the courses about which the 
union was especially concerned, it was 
decided to take the initial step at once. 

Beginning with next September: the 
school in future will be a strictly indus- 
trial school, but boys now in the school 
will be allowed to continue their present 
course to graduation. It was decided 
also at last night’s meeting to establisha 
clerical high school. 


Master Parmenter Gives Views 


A communication from Charles W. 
Parmenter, head-master of the Mechanic 
Arts high school, stated that though he 
was opposed to the change in the char- 
acter of the high school, he would 
pledge the support of the teachers and 
himself to the new work. 

The clerical high school will be located 
in the building of the Roxbury high 
school. Two courses will be offered. 
The first will be for pupils who have 
completed two years in high school work, 


o 


bury high school, and will take charge 
of the commercial courses. The other 
courses, college, general and normal, will 
be under the direction of the headmaster 
of the West Roxbury high school. The 
salary of the headmaster will be a min- 
imum of $3204 and a maximum of $4068; 
the heads of departments will receive 
between $2340 and $3204; assistants will 
be paid between $972 and $1764 and 
clerical helps $5 a day.

be even so much as considered—or worse, 
that a variation of the game, such as 
this, could be seriously accepted by the 
golfing fraternity generally. These ex- 
pressions of opinion, coming from such 
distinguished golfers, seem to convey a 
severe rebuke to those frivolous beings 
who indulge in this particular form of 
pastime; so much so that a feeling of 
guilt arises in one when obliged to 
admit to having so often deliberately 
chosen this manner of playirg our after- 
noon game, and thus (as it would seem) 
degraded the traditions of the game. 


Four-Ball Play Not a Test 


| regret, 


It may be true that the four-ball 
match is the “worst form of golf match” 
— a “hybrid abomination” or an “inno- 
vation”; and therefor that those who 
descend to this form of golf are ignorant 
and totally unacquainted with the nice- 
ties of the game. But surely the habit 
of playing four-ball matches cannot be 
so vicious a practise that young players 
so indulging—as we are led to believe— 
must inevitably fall into slack and care- 
less methods, losing the sense of respon- 
sibility and caution—indeed, more often 
playing a round of “joy-shots,” taking 
a risk on every possible occasion. 

Even the best and most serious golfer 


‘needs relaxation sometimes—a rest from 


his serious golf. The four-ball match 
has never aspired to be a test of merit, 
and I see no necessity to compare thie 
true foursome—the most exacting form 
of the game—with this four-ball com- 
bination.. 

Une critic, although he disapproves of 


play, proposes that i+ is permissible on 
crowded courses and the days preceding 
a championship meeting; he therefore, 
one must think, allows some degree of 
merit in it; but apparently decides that 
it should be indulged in only on rare 
occasions, and then only by first class 
players. 

There is little doubt that four-ball 
matches are good fun, and (I think --e 
must also allow) good practise, since they 
are 80 popular on the eve of the cham- 
pionships. Then why should lesser lights 
be debarred from taking their pleasure 
in this way? 


Much in Favor of — 


In spite of condemnation by golfers 
of high repute and sound sense, there is 


match—mainly from the point of view 
of enjoyment. On courses where com- 
mittees are able to prevent undue inter- 
ference with the pace of the green, good 
and indiffrent players can mix; and with 
a system of handicapping, invented, I 
believe, at the Ashford Manor Golf Club, 
a good and interesting match will nearly 
always result, added to which there will 
be much enjoyment and the chance of 
gaining profitable knowledge and experi- 
ence on the part of the poor player, who 
seldom gets the opportunity in any other 
way of competing with or against his 
plus” friend. 

The good player, on the other hand, if 
he be unselfish and keen, has the satis- 
faction of imparting to his _ poorer 
brother some of his knowledge, and of 
helping him to make needful progress in 
the game. It may be a matter for 
especially to those who pride 
themselves on belonging to the old school, 
that three-ball and four-ball matches 
have become customary for the after- 
noon game at the expense of the four- 
some; but it is of little use abusing 
a practise which has become almost a 
conventional order of the day, and is 
likely to remain so for some time to 
come, for among the rank and file of 
golfers, the great majority have only 
the week-end at their disposal to practise 
their game, and very naturally elect to 
dispose of their limited time to the best 
advantage.

the selection of an employee. It is true that 
this fact does not always appear as clear as 
it should be to the woman séeking a position (nor to the man, either, 
for that matter; but we may let the man pass in this instance. His 
case, in any event, is different from the Woman's). There are many 
and obvious reasons why a woman should be extraordinarily careful 
in the choosing of her line of work, her place of employment, and 
her employer. So crude are many conditions, even in this vaunted 
advanced stage of human development, that a woman entering the 
world’s activities finds some of the arrangements altogether one- 
sided. She has to be able to procure references; she is compelled to 
present them when seeking a place; often she is not permitted even 
to hint that she would like to have references from the person who 
is thinking of employing her. Yet, of the two, she is usually in 
the greater need of starting this relationship intelligently and rightly. 

As woman becomes more and more a factor in the world’s 
activities, she will doubtless recognize the incongruities and injustices 
in the business system, now taken as a matter of course, and it will 
be, we assume, her duty as well as her pleasure to correct them. 
It is not one of the least of these that in the matter of forming busi- 
ness connections these incongruities and injustices should almost 
invariably work to her peculiar disadvantage. Under an equitable 
system, such as we hope is on the way, there can be neither disad- 
vantage nor advantage on any side, only equivalent privileges, rights 
and opportunities for all. 


—— - 


It NOW appears quite probable that the fed- 
eral reserve banks provided for by the new 
banking and currency act will be put in 
operation on Aug. 1, although it seems clear 
that much remains to be done along educa- 
tional lines by the organization committee. 
It is of first consequence, of course, that the 
banks directly concerned shall be familiarized | 
with all the duties, responsibilities and privi- | 
leges assumed or to be enjoyed with the 
acceptance of membership in the new system. An important step has 
been taken in the designation of the banks in the different reserve 
districts to execute the organization certificates, which act will prac- 
tically complete the incorporation of each federal reserve bank. 
With the certificates once filed with the controller of the currency, 
the directors of each bank may be chosen and. appointed, six of the 
nine required in each instance being elected by ballot by the sub- 
scribing banks and three being named by the federal reserve board. 


Locally, each bank niust now hold a special meeting of directors 
for the purpose of passing a resolution authorizing its officers to 
execute the organization certificate, and this and other preliminaries, 
it is expected, will be concluded successfully before the end of the 
present month. There will. be then two full months in which the 
reserve banks may prepare themselves for the performance of their 
functions. In the meantime, the business interests and general 
public will require considerable instruction in the manner of using 
the new system. 

When it is considered that the United States is now within a 
few weeks of a change in its banking and currency system that has 
been looked forward to through many years, it is rather remarkable 
that approach to it should be attended with so little commotion. 
Evidently the banking, industrial and commercial interests of the 
nation are confident that no change of method can seriously interrupt 
the flow of business, and hopeful that the change promised may serve 
to expedite transactions and make for greater financial stability.

it is possible to determine in advance where 
the necessity for towns will arise; the gov- 
ernment is picking out these possible available town sites and with- 
drawing them from entry. There are fourteen such sites already, 
and there will be many more. In due time, when the country is 
opened up and the establishment of towns becomes necessary, the 
government will sell lots to actual settlers at reasonable prices. 

This is a plan very different from that usually followed in the 
laying out of towns along railroads, as along rivers, in parts of the 
United States now settled and populous. Asa rule, the land specula- 
tor had first knowledge of the facts and was first on the ground. 
To him tribute had to be paid by the real builders of the communities. 
To him tribute must often be paid today by the real town and city 
makers. 

This means, we think, a good beginning for Alaska. The sys- 
tem under which town sites are to be held might well be applied to 
the cauntry around the towns. The establishment of railroad sta- 
tions assists very materially in the establishment of towns; these pro- 
vide markets, and the contiguity of markets give value to the sur- 
1ounding agricultural lands. Speculators are as quick to obtain con- 
trol of rural as they are of urban real estate; they have fattened 
upon unearned increment in the United States proper; every precau- 
tion should be taken to prevent them from doing this in Alaska. 

A magnificent opportunity is afforded by this territory for over- 
turning completely the economic system, inherited from the feudal 
period, which permits land monopolization in any degree; this may 
be accomplished by making land a trust, not a gift, to the holder, 
and compelling it to bear the burden of taxation which is now borne 
by those whose industry, and whose industry alone, gives value to 
iand. The beginning made is encouraging; Alaska’s future would 
seem ito be secure if the same foresight and wisdom shall dominate 
the government’s course in relation to all of its interests.

In Minnesota and the Dakotas par- at 
ticularly the stamp of the Norse is visible , ‘ 
alike in hamlet, town, city and country. Very Minneapolis 
appropriate, therefore, was it that Minneap- 
olis should have been selected as the city in 
which the Norsemen of the United States might fittingly celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of Norwegian independence. 

It is estimated that no fewer than 50,000 Norwegian-Americans, 
gathered from all parts of the Northwest and middle. West, par- 
ticipated in this event, and that to this number were added some 
50,000 additional from Minneapolis and St. Paul and the immediate 
vicinity of those cities. Chicago and other large cities to the south 
were probably large contributors to the multitude, since the Norwe- 
gian element, although now most thickly settled in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, is no negligible factor in Iowa, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 

Many tributes have been paid in recent years to the industry and 
thrift of the Norwegians who peopled the country opened by the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern railroads. During the con- 
struction of the latter they built their homes, put in their crops and 
had their harvests ready to be hauled by James J. Hill as fast as 
he could lay the rails and provide the rolling stock. Romance that

For ten years there had been instruction in the fate of the lead- 
ers, and the undergraduates had been witnesses to the full penalty 
of the brave. What the juniors had stood for in demanding the 
doing away with the old order had been brought about; tap day was 
changed and subdued; but could it be thought that senior resentment 
W ould be spared and that the undisguised champions of the new order 
would be spared the penalty of being passed? The test was met 
when Pumpelly, who kicked his way to fame in the fall of 1912 but 
who had been at the forefront of the junior tap-day reform move- 
iment, was the fourth man to be slapped for Skull and Bones. There 
was exultation in the dawn of a new day in the cheers that greeted 
his. selection. 

The public, spectators at all distances of the tap days of the past, 
seems moved to felicitate Yale upon the making over of the day and 
to give its heartiest commendation to the seniors who have met the 

curbing of their privilege in so magnanimous a fashion as to make 
them exemplars of a new tolerance.
